{ter thereof : ſo none can ſtudic-and purtinpratize 
(for ſtudie the alone,and knowledge, is more peril- 
tous nor offen(iue; andit is the praftiſe onely that 
makes the greatnelle ofthe offence.) The cirkles & 
art of Maze, without commicting an horrible defe- 
ion from God : And yet as they that reades and 
learnes their rudiments,are not the more ſubjetro 
anie ſchoo-maſter, if it pleaſe not heir parents. to 
put them to the ſchooke thereafter 3 So they who 

ignoratly proues theſe praticques, which I cal the 
diuels rudiments, vaknowing them to be baits, ca- 
ſten out by him,tor crapping luch as God will per- 
mitto fall into hishands : This kind of folks I ſay, 
no doubt, arcto be judged the beſt of, in reſpect 
they vie no inuocation nor helpe of him-(by their 
knowledge at lealt)in theſe turnes, & ſo haue neucr 
entredthe(clues into Sathans ſeruice; Yet to ſpeake 
trulic for mine owne part(I ſpeake but for my lelte) 
I delirenot tomake lo neere riding: For in my opt- 
nion our enemie is ouer crafcie,and we ouer weake 
(except the greater grace of God) toaſlay ſuch ha- 
zards where he preales to trap vs, .

Ever, Fra they bee come once vnto this per- 
feion 1in cuill, in nauing any knowledge (whether 
learned or vnlearned) of this black art: theythen be- 
ginne to bee wearic of the railiug of their Maiſter , 
bv coniured circkles ; being both lo difficile and pe- 
rilous, and fo aotnmects plainlic to aconmract with 
him, wherein is ſpeciallie conteined tormes and 
aleltes. 

P#1, But Iprayeyou oreneryou goe further, 
diſcourſe me ſome-what of their circles and coniu- 
rationes ; And what ſhould bee the cauſe of their 
wearying thereof : For it ſhould feeme that that 
forme ſhould be leſſe fearefull yer , than the dire&t 
haunting and focierie, with that foule and vncleane 
Spirite, 

E r1.I thinke ye take me to be a Witch my lelte, 
or at the leaſt would faine ſcare your ſelfe pren- 
tiſe to that craft: Alwaies as I may , I ſhall ſhortlic 
ſatisfie you, in that kinde of coniurations , which 
are conteined in ſuch bookes , which I call the De- 
uilles Schoole : There are foure principal] parts 5 
the perſons of the coniurers ; the ation of the con- 
turation ; the wordes and rites vied to that effect; 
and che Spirites that areconiured, Ye muſt tirit re- 
member to laye the grounde, that tould you be- 
fore : which is, thatitisno power inherent in the 
C1t- 
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circles,or in the holines of the names of God blaC. 
phemouflie vſcd: nor in whatſotuer rites or ce- 
remonies at that time vied,that cither can raiſe any 
infernall ſpirit, or yet limitat him perforce within 
or without theſe circles, For it is he onelie, the fa- 
ther of alllyes, who hauing ficſt of all preſcribed 
that forme of doing, feining himſelte to be com- 
manded &reſtreined thereby, wil be loath to paſſe 
the Loundes of theſe injunCtiones; aſwell thereby 
to make them glory in the impiring ouer him(as [ 
{aide before : ) As likewiſe to make himſclfe fo to 
be truſted in theſe little thinges, that he may haue 
the better commoditie thereafter, to deceiue them 
in the end with a tricke once for all;l meane.the e- 
uerlaſting perdition of their ſoul & body. Then lay- 
ing this ground,as I haue ſaid, theſe conjurationes 
mult haue few or mo in number of the perſones 
conjurers(alwaies paſſing the ſinguler number) ac- 
cording to the qualitie of the circle, and forme of 
apparition, Two principall thinges cannot well in 
that crrand be wanted : holie-water ( whereby the 
Diuill mockes the Pap7iſtes ) and ſome preſent of a 
living thing vnto him, There ar likewiſe cerraine 
ſeaſons,dayes and houres, that they obſcrue in this 
purpoſe: Theſe things being all readie, and prepa* 
red, circies are made triangular, quadrangular, 
round,double or ſingle, according to the forme of 
apparition that they craue, But to ſpeake of the di- 
uerſe formes of the circles, of the innumerable 
characters and crofles that are within and without, 
and out-through the ſame, of the diuers tormes of 
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apparitiones, that that craftie ſpirit illudes them 
with,and of all ſuch particulars in that aCtion,l re- 
mit it to ouer-manie that haue buſted their heades 
in deſcribing ofthe ſamezas being bur curious,and 
alrogether vnprofitable . And this farre onelie I 
rouch, that when the conjured Spirit appeares, 
which will not be while after manie circumſtan- 
ces,long praiers, and much murtring and murmu- 
ring ofthe conjurers;like a Papi/? prieſt,diſpatching 
a hunting Maſſe:how ſonel ſay, he appeares,if they 
haue miſſed one iote of all their rites; or if any of 
their feere once flyd ouer the circle through terror 
of his fearctul apparition,he payes himſelte at that 
time in his owne hande, of that due debt which 
they ought him; and other-wife would haue de- 
layed longer to haue payed him : I meane hee 
carries them with him bodieand ſoule, If this be 
notnow a juſt caulc to make thein wearie of theſe 
formes of conjuration , I leaue it toyouto judge 
vpon; conſidering the long-ſomeneſle of the l - 
bour,the preciſe keeping ot dayes and houres (as I 
haue ſaid)The terribleneſſe of apparition, and the 
po perrell that they ſtandein, in miſling the 

ealt circumſtance or freite,that they ought to 0b- 
ſerue:And on the other parte, the Deuil is glad to 
mooue them to a plaine and ſquare dealing with 
him as I ſaid before.

E »1, From time that they once plainlie begin 
to contra with him: The ettect of their contract 
conliſtes in two thinges,in formes and efteQes, as 
I began to cell alreadie , were it not yee inter- 
rupted me (for although the contract be muruall ; 
I ſpeake firlt of thatpart, wh-rein the Deuill obli- 
ſhes himſelte ro them) by tormes, I meane in what 
ſhape or taſhion he ſhall come vnro them, when 
they call vpon him, And by cfteRes,l vnderitand, 
in what ſpecial ſorts or ſeruices he binds himſelfe 
to be ſubjet vito them, The qualitie of theſe 
formes andeffeRtes,is lefle or greater,according to 
the skil & art of the Magician, For as tothe formes, 
to ſome of the baſer ſort of then he obliſhes him- 
ſelfe tro appeare attheir calling vpon him,by ſuch a 

roper name which he ſhewes vato them, either in 

Rs of a dog,a Carttc,an Ape,or ſuch.like other 

beaſt;or elſe to anſwere by a voice onelie, The ef+ 

tects are to anſwereto ſuch demands,as concernes 
curing'of difleaſes,their owne particular genage» 
ry:0r {uch other baſe things as they require of him. 
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Bur to the moſt curious ſortein the formes he will 
obliſh himſelfe,to enter in a dead bodie, and there 
out of to give ſuch anſwers, of the event of battels, 
of marers cocerning the eſtate of commonywelths, 
and ſuch like other grear queſtions:yca,to ſome he 
will be a continuall attender, tn forme of a Page : 
He will permit himſelte ro be conjured, for the 
ſpace of fo many yeres,ether in a tablet or a ring,or 
ſuch )ike thing,which they may eaſcly carrie about 
with them: He giues them power to ſel fuch wares 
to others,whereof ſome will bee dearer, and ſome 
better cheapezaccording to the lying or true ſpeaks 
ing ofthe Spirit that is conjured therein, Not but 
that in verie deede,all Devils muſt be lyars; but ſo 
they abuſe the 11mplicitie of rhele wretches, that 
becomes their ſchollers, that they make them be- 
lecue,that at the fall of Zuczfer,ſome Spirites fell in 
the aire, ſome in the fire, ſome in the water,ſome in 
the lande: In which Elementes they ſtill remaine. 
Vhereupon they build,that ſuch as fell in the fire, 
or in the aire, are rruer-chen they, who fell in the 
watcror inthe land,which is all butmeare trattles, 
& forged be the author of al deceit, For they fel nor 
be weight, as a ſolide ſubſtance, to ſtick in any one 
parte:Buttheprincipall part of their tal, conſiſting 
1n qualitie, by the falling from the grace of God 
wherein they were created , they continued ſtill 
thereafter,and ſhal do while the latter daie,in wan* 
dring through the worlde, as Gods hang-men, to 
executEſuchturnesas he employes them in. And 
when anie of thein arc not occupicd in that, re- 
rurne 
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turne they mult to their priſon in hel (as itis plaine 
in the miracle that Cxrrsr wrought at Genne- 
zareth) therein at the latter daie to be all encloſed 
for euer:and as they deceiue their ſchollers in this, 
ſodo they, in imprinting in them the opinion that 
there are ſo mante Princes, Dukes, and Kinges a. 
monegſt chem, euerie one commaunding tewer 
or mo Legions, and impyring in diners artes, 
and quarters of the earth, For though that I will 
not denie that there be a forme of ordour amongſt 
the Angels in Heauen, and conſequentlie, was a- 
mongſt them betore their tall; yer, either that rhey 
bruike the ſame ſenſinez or that God will permit 
vs to know by damned Deuils, ſuch heauenlic 
myſteries of his, which he would nor reucale to vs 
neither by Scripture nor Prophetes, 1 thinke no 
Chriſtiane will once thinke it, But by the contra- 
ricof all ſuch myſteries, as he hath cloſed vp with 
his ſcale of ſecrecic; it becommeth vs to be con. 
tented with an humble ignoraunce, they being 
things notneceſlarie for our faluation, Buttore, 
turneto the purpoſe, as theſe formes, wherein Sa» 
than obliſhes himſelfe to the greate(t of the © 214- 
gicians, are wonderfull curious; fo are the eftees 
correſpondent vatothe ſame: Forhe w.ll obliſh 
himſelfe to teach them artes and ſciences, which 
he may caſclie doe, being ſo learned a knaue as he 
is: To carrie them newes from ante parte of the 
worlde, which theagilitic of a Spirite may caſclie 
performe : to reueale to them the lecretes of anie 
perſons, ſa being they bee o1.ce ſpoken, for the 
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thought none knowes but G O D, except fo 
far as yee may gheſle by their countenance, as one 
who is doubtleſlie learned inough in the Ph:ſiog- 
nomie: Yea, he will make bis (chollers to creepein 
credite with Princes , by forcaclling them ma- 
nic great things ; parte true, parte falſe : For if all 
were falſe,he would tyne credite at all handes; but 
alwaies doubtſome, as his Oracles were. And he 
will alſo make them to pleaſe Princes,by faire ban- 
quets and daintic diſhes, carried in ſhort ſpace fra 
the fartheſt part of the world. For no man doubts 
bur he isathiefe,and his agilitie(asI ſpake before) 
makes him tocome ſuche ſpeede , Suchlike, he 
will guard his {chollers with faire armies of horſe- 
men and foote-men in appearance , Ca{tles and 
fortes : Which all are but impreſſiones in theaire, 
eaſclic gathered by a ſpirite, drawing ſo neare to 
that ſubſtance himſelfe: As in like maner he will 
learne them manie juglarie crickes at Cardes,dice, 
and ſuch like,to decetue mens ſenſes thereby : and 
ſuch innumerable falſe praticques;which are pro- 
ven by ouer-manie in this age: Asthey who ar ac+ 
quainted with that 1#aban called S c or 9 yet liuing, 
canreport, And yet are all theſe things but delu- 
ding of the ſenſes, and no waies true in ſubſtance, 
as were the falſe miracles wrought by King Ph 
raos Magicians,for coliterfeiting Moſes: For that 
is the difference betwixt Gods myracles and the 
Deuils,God is acreator,what he makes appeare in 
myracle, itis ſo in efte&, As Ioyſes rod being cas 
ſten downe,was no doubt turned ina naturall Sers 
pent; 
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pent: where as the Deuill( as Gods Ape) counter- 
tetting that by his Mazicians, maid their wandes to 
appeare ſo,onelic to mennes outward ſenſes:as ky- 
thed in effect by their being deuoured by the 0- 
ther, For it is no wonder, that the Deuil! may de- 
lude our ſenſes, fince we {ce by common proofe, 
that ſimple juglars will make an hundreth thinges 
ſecme both to our cies and eares otherwaics then 
they are, Now-as tothe Aagicians part of the con, 
tract,it is in a word that thing,which I ſaid before, 
tne Deuill hunts for in all men. 

P #1. Surclie ye haue ſaid much to me in this 
arte,if all that you haue ſaid be astruc as wounder- 
full. 

E e1,For the trueth in theſe aftiones. it will be 
eaſclie confirmed,to anie thar pleaſes to take paine

Par, There are two principallic, that euerI 
heard vſed; beſide that which is founded vpon the 
comon Prouerb(that the Necromancers commands 
the Deuill, which ye hauc already refuted) The one 
is grounded vpon arecciued cuſtome : The other 
vpon an authoritie, which ſome thinkes infallible, 
Vpon cuſtome, we ſce that diuerſe Chriſtian Prin- 
ces and Magiſtrates ſeuere puniſhers of Witches, 
willnotonelic ouer-ſee Magicians to live within 
their dominions; buteuen ſome-times delight to 
ſee them prooue ſome of their practicques, The 0+ 
ther reaſon is,that Moſes being brought vp(as it is 
exprellie ſaid in the Scriptures ) in all the ſciences of 
the AEgyptians, whereof no doubt, this was one of 
the principalles : And he notwithſtanding of this 
arte,pleaſing God,as he did,conſequentlie that art 
proteſled by ſo godlie a man,coulde not be vnlaw- 


full, 
Ee, 
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Er, Asto the firſt of yourrealones, grounded 
vponcuſtome: I faic, an euill cuſtome can neuer 
be accepred for a good law, for the ouer great ig- 
norance of the worde in ſome Princes and Magi- 
(trates,and the contempt thereof in others, moues 
;hem to finne heavelic againſt cheir othce in that 
poynt. As tothe other realone,which ſceemes to be 
ot greater weight, it it were tormed in a Syllo- 
gilme;it behooued to be in manie termes, and tull 
of fallacies(ro ſpeake in termes of Logicque)for firſt, 
thatthat generall propoſition; affirming <2o9ſes 
to be caught in all the ſciences of the CA Egyptians, 
ſhould conclude that he was taught in Maze, I ſee 
no neceſlity.For we muſt vnderſtand that the ſpirit 
of God there, ſpeaking of ſciences, vnderſtandes 
them that are lawfull; for except they be Iawtull, 
they are but ab»ſeve called ſciences,8& arc but igno- 
rances,indeede: Nam himo pittus, non eft homo, Sev 
condlic,giuing that he had beve taught in it, there 
is great difference, berwixt knowledge and praCti- 
ſingof athing(as I ſaid before ),For God knoweth

lie, giving that he had borh ſtudied and practiſed 
the ſame(which is more nor monſtruops to be be- 
lecued by any Chriſtian ) yet wee know well 1.

God, wherein are all Mazicians, Diuines, Enchan- 
ters, Sorcerers, witches, & whatſocuer of that kind 
that conſultes with th 1eDeuibp! ainel:ic prohibited, 
= alike threatned againit. And be (ides that, ſhe 
10 had the Spirite of P3:hon,in the Actes, who! c 
Spirite was put to ſilence by the Apoltle, nal be 
no other thing bur averie Sorcerer or Wirche, 
it yee admit the yulgare diſtinction, to be in a ma- 
nertrue, whereof I ſpake in the bes 2inning of our 
conterence, For that ſpirite whereby ſhe conque- 
ſted ſuch gaine to her Maſter, was not at her rai- 
ſing or commiding,as ſhe pleaſed to appoint, but 
ſpake by her toung,aſivell publicklie, as privatelie: 
WW hereby thee ſeemed to draw nearer to the ſort 
of Demonrakes or poſlefled, it that conjunction be- 
twixt them, had not bene of her owne conſent: 
as it appeared by her, not being tormented there- 
with : And by her conqueſting of ſuch gaine to her 
maſters(asI haue alreadieſaid.)As to your ſecond 
reaſon grounded vpon Phylick,in attributing their 
confefliones or apprehenſtones, to a naturall me- 
—__ humour : Anie that pleaſes Phyſical- 
lie ro conſider vpon the natural humour of melan- 
cholie, according tozll the Phyſicians, that cuer 
writ thereupon, they fall ftinde that that will be 
E 3 oucr 
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ouer ſhortacloak to coucrtheir knaw;ry with: For 
as the humor of Melanchole an the ſclte is blacke, 
heauic and terrenc, ſo are the ſymptomes thereof, 
in any perſones that are ſubject therevnto,leannes, 
alenes,defire of ſolitude: and it they come to the 
highel t degrec cherof,mere folie and M.4n;e: where 
as by the contrarie, a great number of them that e- 
uer haue bene convict or coteſlors of Waitchcratr, 
as may be preſently feene by manie that haue at 
this r1me conteſled : they are by the coarrarie,] ſay, 
ſome of them rich and world!y-wiſc, ſome of them 
fatte or corpulent in their bodies, and moſt part of 
them altogether giuen ouer to the pleaſures of the 
fleſh,continual haunting of companic,and all kind 
of merrines, both lawtull and vnlawtull, which are 
things direaly contrarie to the ſymptoines of Me- 
lancholic,whereot I ſpake, and further experience 
daylie proucs how loath they are to confeſle with- 
out corture,which witneſleth their guiltines, where 
by thecontrary, the Melancholicques neuer {pares 
to bewray themſelues, by their continuall diſcours 
ſes,feeding chcreby their humor in that which they 
thinkeno crime. As to your third reaſon, it ſcarle- 
liemerites an anſweie,For it the deuill their ma (ter 
were not bridled,as the {criptures teacherh vs,fup- 
poſethere were no men nor women to be his in- 
ſtruments, hee could finde wates inough withouc 
anic helpe of others to wrack all mankinde: where- 
vnto he employ es his whole {tudy, and 20th about 
like a roaring 'g Lyon( as PeteR faith} to thatettect, but 
the limires of his power were ſet down before the

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foundations of the world were laid, which he hath 
not power in the lealt jote to tranſgreſle , But bes

Ey1, This word of Sorcerie is a Latize worde, 
which is taken trom calting of the lor, &:therefore 
he that vſcth it,is called Ssrttarirs a ſorte, As to the 
word of Witchcraft, it is nothing by a proper name 
giuen in our language, The cauſe wherefore they 
wete called /ert1ary, proceeded of their practiques 
ſceming to come of lot or chance; Such as the tur. 
ning ot the riddle: the knowing of the forme of 
prayers, or ſuch like tokens : It aperſon deceaſed 
wouldeliue or dye, And in generall, 'that name 
was giuen them for vſiag ot ſuch charmes, and 
freices , as that Crate teacheth them , Manie 


poynts of their crattand practicques are common 
E 4 bce 
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betuixt the Maziciars and them:for they ferue both 
one Maſter,althought in diuerle faſhions. And as 
I deuided the Necromanceys, into two forts; learned 
and vnlearned; ſo muſt I denie them in other two, 
riche and of better accomprt, poore and of baſler 
degree. Theſe two degrees now of perſones , that 
practiſes this craft,anſwers to the paſſions in them, 
which(I rold you before )the Dcuil vſed as meanes 
to intyſe them to his ſeruice,for ſuch of them as are 
in great miſerie and pouerrie, he allurcs to tollow 
him, by promiſing vnto them greate riches, and 
worldlie commoditic. Such as though riche, yer 
burnes in a deſperate deſire of reuenge; hee allures 
chem by promiſes, to get their turne ſatisfied to 
their hartes contentment, Iris tobe notednowe, 
that thatolde andcraftic enemie of ours, aſliles 
none, thoughrouched with any of theſe two ex» 
tremities,except he firſt finde an entreſſe reddy for 
him,cither by the great ignorance of the perſon he 
deales with, ioyned with an euill life, or elſe by 
their carcleſnes and contempt of God: And fin- 
ding them in an vtter deſpair,tor one of theſe two 
former cauſes that] haue ſpoken of; hee prepares 
the way by teeding them crattely in their humour, 
and filling them turther and further with deſpaire, 
while he Eads the time proper to diſcouer himſelf 
vnto them, At which time, either vpon their walk- 
ing ſolitarie in the fieldes, orelſe lying panſingin 
their bed;but alwaies without the company of any 
other, he cither by a voyce,or in likenefſe of a man 
inquires of them, what troubles them: and _ 
eth 
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ſeth them, a ſuddaine and certaine waic of reme. 

die, ypon conditionon the other parte , that they 

follow his adviſe, and doe fuch things as hce will re. 

quire of them : Their mindes beeing preparcd be- 

tore hand, as I haue already ſpoken , they caſcly 

agreed vnto thacdemaund of his : And fyneſertes 

an othertryiſt , where they may mecte againe. At 

which tune, before hee proceede any further with 

them, hee firſt per{wades them to addict themſclucs 

to his ſeruice : which bcing calſcly obtained,he then 

diſcouers whathe is vnto them : niakes them to rc- 

nounce their God and Bapriſine directly, and giues 

them his marke vppon ſome ſecreit place of their 
bodie, which remaines ſoare vnhealed , while his 
next mecting with them, and thereafter euer inſen- 
ſible, howſocuer it be nipped or pricked by any, 
as is daily prooued, to giue them a proofe thereby, 
that as in that dooing, hee coulde hurte and heale 
them; ſo all their Yland well doing thereafter, muſt 
depend vpon him. And befides thar, the intollera- 
ble dolour that they feele inthatplace, where hee 
hath marked them, ſerucs to waken them , and not 
to let themreſt, while their next meeting againe : 
tearing leſt otherwayes they might mw forget 
him, being as new Prentiſes, and not well enough 
founded yet, in thatficndly follic : orelſe remem- 
bring of that horrible promiſe they made him, at 
their laſt meeting, they might $kunner at the ſame, 
andpreaſſc to callit backe.

Although th ey ſerne a 
common Maiſter with the Necromancers, (as I hauc 
before ſaide) yet {crue they him m an other forme. 
For as the meanes arc diuc 1{c, which allures them 
totheſe vnlawtull arres of fer ving of the Dell; fo 
by diuerſe wayes vic they their practiſes, an{wering 
totheſe meancs, which firſt the Diuell vied as in- 

ftraments in them; though all rending to oneend : 
Towit, the enlarging of Sathans tvrannie , and 
trofling of the propagation of the Kingdome of 
Cnnr1s rv, fotarreaslyeth inthe poſiiliie, cither 
of the © neor other forte, or of the Petiill their Ma- 
ſter. For where the AZarrtrens, as allured by curio- 
ſitie, inthe moſtpartof their practiſes, ſeckes prin- 
cipally the ſatisfying of the tame, and to winne to 
themiclues a popular honour 'and —

cither bor the deſire of reuenge,or of worldly riches, 
their whole practiſes, are exthc r 09 hurte men and

E e 1, In twoparts their actions may bee diut- 
ded; the actions ot their owne perions, and the 
actions proceeding from them towardes anie 0- 
ther. And this diuition being wel vnderſtood,, wall 
calilic reſolue you, what is poſſible to them to doe, 
For although all that they conteſle is no lie vppon 
their parte, yerdoubtleſly, in my OPLiOn, a parte of 
itis not indeede, according as they take it to be: 
And in this I meane by he actions of their owne 

erlons. Foras I faide betore, ſpeaking of Wa le, 
that the Diuell illudes the (en{es of theſe ſcholle ers of 
his, in many things, {0 fay I the like of thele Wit- 
cs. 

Pr, ThenT pray you firſt to ſpeak of that part of 
their owne perſons, andiyne yee may.comenex: tq 
their actions towards others. 

E e 1. Tothe effect thatthey may periorme ſuch 
ſcruices of their falſe Maifter, as he employes them 
in, tne Dtuel as Gods Apc, counterfeites in his ſer- 
uants,this ſeruice and forme of adoration; th. God 
preſcribed and made hisgguantes topractiſe. For 
as the ſcruants of GO D, publikelic vſcs ro con- 
veene for ſeruing of him, lo makes hethem in great 

pa Que 
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numbers to conveene ( though publikely they dare 
not) for his ſeruice. As none conucenes to the ac'1- 

ration and worſhipping of God , except they bee 
marked with his ſcale , the Sacrament ot Bapniſtnc: 
Sonone {erues Sathan , and conueenes to the ado. 
ring of him, that are not marked with that marke, 

wherot I already ipake. As the Miniſterſent by God 
reacheth plainely art the time of their publike con- 
uentions,how to ſeruchim in ſpiritand truth:{o that 
yncleanc ſpirite, in his owne perſon teacherh his 
Diſciples, atthetime ot their conuecning, how to 
worke all kinde of miſchiefe : And craues coumpt 
of all their horrible and deteſtable proceedinges 
paſſed, for aduauncement ofhis ſeruice. Yeathat he 
may the more viuely counterfeit and ſcorne God, 

hee oft times makes his flaues to conveenc in theſe 
very places, which are: deſtinate and ordained to1 
the con\ 'ecning of the feruants of God (TI meane 
by Churches) But this farre,which I haue yer ſaide, 
[ not onely take it to be true in thcir opinions, 
but cuen ſo to be indeede. For the torme that hee 
viedin counterfeiting God amongeſt the Gentiles, 
makes mee (o to thinke : As God ſpake by his Ora- 
cles, ſpake heenotſo by his? As GOD had aſwell 
bloudie Sacrifices , as Others without bloud , had 
not hee thelike * As God had Churches ſanified 
ro his ſernice, with Altars, Priefs, Sacrifices, Cere- 
monies and Prayers ; had heenotthe like polluted 
to his ſeruice? As God gauc reſponſes by Yrimand 
Thammim , gaue he not this reſponſes by theintralls 
of beaſtes, by the ſinging of Fowles , and by their 
actions 
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actions in the aire? As God by viſions, dreames, 
and extaſtes reucaled what was to come , and wha 
was his will vnto his ſeruantes; vicd hee not the le 
meanes to forewarne his ſlaues of things wo come? 
Yea, cuen as God loued cleanenctle, hated vice, and 
umpuritic, and appoynted puniſhments therctore : 
vied henot the like (thoughtalfely I graunt, and bur 
in eſchewing theleſſe inconuenient, 1 to drawe them 
vpon agreater) yet diſſimuled henor, I ſay, fo farre 
as to appoynt his Prieſtes to keepe their bodies 
cleane and vndehled , betore their asking reſpon- 
ſes of him : And tained henot God to be a Prote. 
&our ot cuery vertue, and a juſt reuenger of the 
contrarie? This reaſon then mooucs me, that as he 
is that ſame Diuell, and as crattie now as hee was 
then, ſo will henot {parc as pertcly inthele actions 
thatT hauc ſpoken of, concerning the Witches per- 
ſons : But further, Witches oft times confeſſes, not 
onely his conucening in the Church with them, 
but his occupying of the Pulpit : Yea, their torme 
of adoration , to be the kiſhng of his hinder partes. 
Which though i it ſeeme ridiculous , yet may itlike- 
wiſe be true, ſeeing wereadethat in Calicute, hee ap- 
pearing in forme ofa Goate-bucke, hath publikely 
that vn-honeſt homage done vnto him, by cuerie 
one of the people : Soambirtious is hee, and orcedy 
of honour (which procured his fall ) thathee will 
cuen imitate God in that part, where it is ſaid, that 
Moſes could fecbut the hinder partes of God, for

Vt by what way {ay they,or thinke ycir poſlible 
they can come to theſe vnlawfull conuentions? 
Eye1. There is thething whichlT cſ{teeme their 
ſenſes to bedeluded in, ws Fm they hc notin 
conteſſing of it, DCC tc they thinke 1t tobe true, 
yetnot to be ſo in ſubſtance or fect : for they ſay, 
that by diuerſe meanes they may conucene, cither 
to the adoring of their Maiſter , orto the putting in 
practiſe any {eruiceof his, commirted vnto their 
charge:one way isnaturall, w hich is naturallriding, 
going or ſayling, at what houre their Maiſter comes 
and aduertiſes them. And this way may bcealilic 
belicued:an other way is ſome-what more ſtrange: 
and yetis it poſſible tobe true : which is by being 
carryed by the force ;of the Spirite which is their 
condudtter, cither aboue the earth,or abouec the Sea 
ſwiftly, tothe place wherethey areto meete: which 
I am perſwaded to be likew ay es poſſible, in reſpect 
that as Habakk:k was carryed by the Angell in that 
torme, to thedenne where Danrellay; fo "thinke I, 
the Deuill will bereadie to imitate God , as wellin 
thatas inotherthings : whichis muchmore poſſt-

Andin this tranſporting they tay them- 
lcl1es, thatrheyare inuiſtblero any other , CXCePt 
amonglt them! elucs; which may alto beepoſi:blein 
my opinion. Forit the diuell may forme what kind 
of impreihons he pleales inthe ayre , as I haue ſaid 
before, ſpeaking of Mazze, why may henot far cal!- 
lier thicken & obſcure ſo theaire, that isnext abour 
them, by contracting it {traite together, that the 
beames of any other mans eyes can not pcarce 
thorow the ſame, to ſee them? Bur the third way of 
their comming to therr COnuentions , is that wher- 
in I thinke them deluded : for ſome of them faycth, 
that becing transformedin the Iikenefle of a little 
beaſt or foule, they will come and pearce through 
whatfocucr houſe or Church , though all ordinarie 
paſſages be cloſed, by whatlocuer open, the ayre 
may E.1ter in at, Andſomeſayeth, that their bodies 
lying ſtil,as in an extaſie, their ſpirits wil be rauiſhed 
outof theirbodies, & carryedto ſuch places. And tor 
verifying thereof, wil giuecuident tokens, alwel by 
witnelles that haue {eene their body lying (enceleſle 
- U} 
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in the meanetime, as by naming perſons, whome. 
with they mette, and giuing tokens quhat purpoſe 
was-amongſtthem, whome otherwaycs they could 
not hauc knowen: for this forme of journeying,they 
athrme to vie moſt, when they are tranſported trom 
one Country toanother, 

P 4 1. Surely I long to heare your owne opini- 
on of this : Forthey arelike old wiues trattles about 
the fire. The reaſons that mooues me to thinke that 
thcle are mcere illuſions, are theſe. Firſt, for them 
chatare transtormedin likenefle of beaſtes or foulcs, 
can enterthrough fo narrow paſſages, although 1 
may eafily belceue that the Diuell coulde, by his 
woorkemanſhippe vppon the ayre, make them ap- 
peare tobe inſuch formes, eyther tothemſclues, or 
ro others : Yet how he can contra a ſolide bodic 
within ſolittle roome, I thinke it is dire&ly contra- 
riero itſelfe, for tobe madefolittle , and yet not 
diminiſhed : To be fo ſtraitly drawen together, 
and yet fecle no paine ; I thinkeit is ſo contrary to 
the qualitie of a naturall bodice, and fo like to the 
little tranſubſtavtiate god in the Papiſtes Maſle, that 
I can ncuer belceueit . Soto haue a quanritie, is 
{o proper to a {olide bodie, that as all Philoſophers 
concludes, it can not be any more without one, 
then a ſpirite can haue one For, when Peter came 
out of the priſon, and the doores all locked : It was not by 
any contracting of his bodie in fo little roome : but 
by the giuing place of the doore,though vn-eſpyed 
by the Gaylors. And yetis there no compariſon , 
whenthis is done, betwixtthe powerof God , and 
of 
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of the Diuel. Asto their forme of extafic and {piri. 
tuall traniporting, 1t 1s certaine the ſoules going 
out of the bodie, is theonely detinition of natural! 
death : ana who are once dcad, God forbid wee 
ſhould riinke that it ſhould lic in the power of 2ll 
the Diuclls in Hell, to reſtore them to their life a- 
gaine : Although heecan put his ownefpirite in 2 
dead bodie , which the Necromancers commontic 
pratiic, as yee haue heard, For that is the office 
properly belonging to God, and beſides that , the 
{oule once parting from the bodie, can not wan- 
dcrany longer in the worlde , but to rhe ownereſt. 
ing place muſt it goce immediately, abiding the con- 
tunction of the bodicagaine, at the latter day. 

And what Chriſtor the Prophets did miracu- 
loufly in this caſe, it can not in no Chriſtian mans 
opinion be made common with the Diucll. As for 
any tokens that they giue for proouing of this, it 
is veric poſſible to the Diuelles craft, to perſivade 
them to theſe meanes. For hee being a ſpirite, may 
heenot ſo rauiſh their thoughts , and dull their fen- 
ces, thatthcir bodie lying as dead , hee may obie&t 
to their ſpirites, as it were in adreame, and (as the 
Poets write of eMorphexs ) repreſent ſuch formes 
of perlons, of places, and other circumſtances, as 
hee pleaſes to illude them with * Yea, that hee may 
deceiue them with the greater efhcacie, may hee 
not atthatſame inſtant, by fellowe Angelles of his, 
lude ſuch other perſons fo in that ſame faſhion, 
whome-with hee makes them to belecue that th 
mette ; that all their reportes _ tokens, n_ 

CUC- 
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ſcucrally examined, may cuery one agree with an 
other. And that whatſocuer actions , cither in 
hurting men or beaſts ; or whatſocuer other thing 
that they faliclie imagine , at that time to haue 
done, may by himtelteor his marrowes, atrthat 
ſame time be done indeede ; foas if they would 
giueforatoken of their being rauithed at the death 
of ſuch a perion within ſo ſhorte ſpace thercatter, 
whom they bcleeue to haue poyloned , or witched 
at thatinftant, mught hee notat that {ame houre, 
have ſmitten that ſame perſon, by the permifſi- 
onof GOD, to the fartherdeceiuing of them, 
and to mooue others to beleeue them? And this is 
ſurely the liklieſtway , and moſt according to rea- 
ſon, which my judgement can finde out in this, 
and whatſoeuer other vnnaturall poyntes of their 
conteſlion, And by theſe means ſhall we faile ſure- 
ly, betwixt Charybars and Srylla, in elchewing the 
notbelccuing of them altogether on the one parte, 
Iſt that drawe vs to the errour , that there is no 
Witches : and on the other parte in belceuing ot it, 
make vs t5 eſchewe the falling into innumerable 
abſurditics , both monſtrouſly againſt all Theolo- 
gic diuine, and Philoſophic humane.

To ſome hee giues 
ſuch ſtones or poulders, as wil helpe to cure or 
caſt on diſeaſes : And to ſome hee teacheth kindes 
of vncouthe poylons , which Mediciners vnder- 
ſtandes not (tor hee is farre cunninger then man in 
the knowledge of all the occult proprictics of na- 
ture) not that any of thee meancs which hee tea- 
cheth them ( except the poylons which are compo- 
ſed ofthinges naturall) cap , of themſelues, helpc 
any thing to theſe turnes , that they are employed 
in, butonely being Gods Ape , as well in that, as in 
all other things. Euen as God by his Sacraments 
which are earthly of themſelues workes a heauenlie 
effect, though no waycs by any cooperation in 
them : Andas Chriſt by clay and fpettle wrought 
together, opened the eyes of the blinde man , ſuppoſe 
there was no vertue in that which hee outwardly 
applied , ſo the Diuell will haue his out-warde 
meanes to be ſhewes, as it were of his doing, which 
hath no parte of cooperation in his turnes with 
him , how farre that cuer the ignorants beabuſed 
in 
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mnthecontrarie. And as tothe effeCes of thcſerwo 
former partes, to wit, the con{ultations and the our: 
warde mcancs , they are {o vw 00 ndertull , as I darc 
notalleadge a ny of them, without ioyning aſutfhci. 
ent reaſon of the potlibilitic thereof : For le auing 
all the {mall trifles among wiues , and to {pe ake of 
the principal) poyntes of their craft. Forthe com- 
mon trifles thereo?, they can doe without conuer- 
ting well cnough by them{clues : Theſe principal! 
poyntcs I fay are theſe : They can make menor wo 
men to loue Or hate other, which may be veric pol- 
fibleto t! he Diuell to effectuare, ſeeing hee being a 
ſubrile ſpirite, knowes wel e nough how to perſiv ade 
the corrupte ed affe@tion of them whome God will 
permit hin {0 to dealewith : They can lay the ficke- 
neſſeof one vpon another , which likewiſe is veric 
ofſible vnto him : For ſmce by Gods permiſſion, 
=e layed fickeneſlevpon 1ob, why may he not farre 
pg ak lay it vppon any other : For as an old practiti- 
, he knowes wel enough what humour domines 
had! n any of vs, and as a ſpirite he can ſubrillie 
walken vp the ſame, making it peccant,} or to a- 
bounde, as hee thinkes meete for troubling of vs, 
when God will ſo permit him. And for the taking 
off of it, nodoubt hee will be glad torclicue ſuch of 
pre!ent paine, as heemay thinke by theſe meancs to 
perfwade to be catched in his cucrlaſting ſnares and 
fetters . They can bewitch and take the life of 
men or women , by roaſting of the Pictures , asI 
ſpake of before, which likewiſe is verie poflible to 
their Maiſter to performe , tor although (as I faide 
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before) that inſtrument of waxe haue no vertue 
in that turne dooing, yet may hee notvery well, 
euen by the fame mcaſure that his conjured 
{laues melts that wax atthe fire, may hee not,! lay, 
at theſe ſame times, ſubtily, as a fpirite, ſo weaken 
and ſcatter the {piritcs of life ot the patient, as may 
make him onthe one parre, for faintncile, to ſweate 
out the humour of his bodice : And on the other 
parte, for the not concurrence of theſe ſpiritcs, 
which cauſes his digeſtion, fo debilitate his ſtomak, 
that this humour radicall continually, ſweating out 
on the one parte, and nonew good [ucke being put 
in the place thereof, for lacke of digeſtion on the 
other , hee at laſt ſhall vaniſh away, euen as his 
picture will doe at the fire. And that knauiſh and 
cunning workeman , by troubling him , onely at 
{ome times, makes a proportion, fo neerebetwixt 
thewoorking of the one and the other, that both 
ſhall ende as1t were at one time. They can rayſe 
ftormesand tempelts in the ayre, eyther vpon Sca 
orland, though not vniuerſally , but in ſuch aparti- 
cularplace and preſcribed boundes, as G © v will 
permitte them {o to trouble : Which likewiſe is 
veric caſte to be diſcerned from any other naturall 

empeſts that are mgtcores , in reſpect of the 
ſuddaineand violent raiſing thereof, together with 
the ſhort induring ofthe ſame. And this is likewiſe 
very poſſible to their Maiſter todo, he hauing ſuch 
afhnitiewith the ayre as being a ſpirite, and ha- 
uing ſuch power of the forming and moouing 
thereof, as ye haue heard mealready declare: For

alivell asany others. They can make ſpirits, eyther 

to follow and trouble perſons, or haunt certaine 
houſes, and affray oftentimes the inhabitants : as 
hath bcene knowen to be done by our Witches at 
this time. And likewiſe they can make ſometo bee 
poſſeſled with ſpirits, & ſo to become very Dxmo. 
niacques : and this laſt ſorte is very poſhble likewiſe 
to the Diuell their Maiſter to doe, fince he may ea- 
fily ſend his owne Angels to rouble in wha forme 
hepleaſes, any whom God wil permit him fo to vſe. 

P 1 1, But will God permit theſe wicked inſtru- 
ments by the power of the Diucll their Maiſter, to 
trouble by anie of theſe meanes, anie that beleeues 
in him?

Although it be true indeede, that the 
brightneſſe of the Goſpell at his cumming, ſcaled 
the cloudes of all theſe grofieerrors in the Genti- 
liſme:yer thattheſe abuſing ſpirites,ceaſcs not ſen 
ſine at ſometimes to appearegdailie experience teas 
ches vs, Indeed this difterence is to be marked be» 
twixtthe formes of Sathans conuerſing viſibly in 
the world. For of two different formes thereof,the 
one of them by the ſpreading of the Euangell,and 
conqueſt of the white horſe, in rhe fixt Chapter of 
the Reuclation, is much hindred and become ra- 
ther there through. This his appearing to anyChri- 
ſtians, troubling of them outwardly, or poſſeſſing 
of them conſtrainedly, The other of them is be- 
come comuner and more vſed ſenfine, I meane by 
their valawfull artes,wherupon our whole purpoſe 
hath bene, This we finde by experience in this Ile 
to betrue, For as we know, moe Ghoſts & ſpirites 
were ſecne,nor tongue can tell,in the time of blind 
P apiſtrie in theſe Countries, where now by the cons 
trary,a man ſhall ſcarcely all his time heare once of 
ſuch thinges. And yet were theſe volawfull artes 
farre rarer at that time : and neuer were ſo much 
harde of,nor ſorife as they are now,

E e1. The diuerſe nature of our finnes procures 
at theIuſtice of God, dinerſe forts of puniſhments

Deuill to walke the more- familiarlie amongſt 
them : And as it were by barnelie and affraying 
terrours , to mocke and accuſe their barnelic er- 
rours.

were,and not rayſed by Witch-cratt.But generally 
I mult for-warne you of one thing before I enter in 
this purpoſe:that is,that although in my diſcourle- 
ing ofthem, I wag tv them in diuers kindes , yec 
mult notwithſtanding there of note my Phraſe of 
ſpeaking in that : For doubtleflie they arein effect, 
but all one kinde of ſpirites, who for abuſing the 
more of mankinde, takes on theſe ſundjgſhapes, 
and vies diuerſe formes of out.ward ationes, as if 
ſome were of nature better then other, Nowe I 
returneto my purpoſe:As to thefirlt kinde of theſe 
ſpirites,that were called by the auncients by diuers 
names,according astheiraRions were, For if they 
were ſpirites that haunted ſome houſes, by appea- 
ring in diuers and horrible formes , and makin 
greate dinne: they were called Lemwres or Speftra, 
If they appeared in likeneſſe of anje detundt to 
lome triends of his,they were called r-mbre 110710- 
rum : Andſo innumerable ſtiles they got , accor- 
ding to their ationes,as I haue ſaid alreadie, As we 
ice by experience , how manie tiles they haue- gi- 
uen 
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venthem in our language in the like maner : Of 
the appearing ofthele ſpirites , wee are certified 


by the Scriptures, where the Prophet Eſay 13. and x/;,14; 
34+ Chap. threatning the deſtruion of Jeruſaler ; lere,50. 


declares, that it ſhallnot onely bee wracked , but 
ſhall become ſogreataſolitude , as it ſhall be the 
habitackle of Howlettes , and of Zim and 11m, 
which are the proper Hebrew names for theſe 
Spirites. The cauſe why they haunte follicarie 
places, it is by reaſon , that they mayaffraye and 
brangle the more the faith of ſuch as them a« 
lone hauntes ſuch places. Forour nature is ſuch, 
as in companies wee are not ſo ſoone mooued 
to any ſuchkinde of teare,as being ſollitarie, which 
the Diuell knowing well inough , hee will not 
therefore aflaile vs but when weeare weake : And 
beſides that, GOD will not permit him fo to 
diſhonour the ſocieties and companies of Chri- 
ſtians , as in publike times and places to walke 
viſibly amongſtthem. Ontheother part , when 
hetroubles certaine houſes thatare dweltin, itisa 
ſure token either of groſle ignorance, or of ſome 
orofſe and launderous finnes amongſt the inhabi- 
taunts thereof : which God by that extraordinary 
rod puniſhes,

Px 1, And what meanes then theſe kindes of 
ſpirites, when they appeare in the ſhadow of a 
perſon newly dead, or to die, to his friendes ? 

Ev 1, Whenthey appeare vpon that occaſion, 
they are called Wraithes in our !anguage, Amoglt 
the Gentiles the Diucll vied that much, to make

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them belecue that it was ſome good ſpirite that 
appeared to them then, either to forewarne them 
of the death of their tricnd; or cl{e to diſcouer ynto 
them, the will of the defun@, or what was the way 
of his flauchter,as it is written in the booke of the 
hiſtories Prodigious. And this way he cafily de. 
cciued the Gertzles, becaute they knew nut God : 
Androthat ſamecttect is it, that he now appearcs 
in that manerto ſore ignorant Chriſtians, Forhe 
darenot ſoillude any that knoweth that, neither 
can the ſpirite of the defunct returne to his friend, 
or yetan Angell vie ſuch tormes, 

Px 1. Andare not our war-woolfcs one forte 
of theſe ſpirits alſo, that hauntes and trovvles ſome 
houſes or dwelling places ? 

Ev» 1, There hath indeede bene an old opinion 
of ſuch like thinges ; For by the Creekes they were 
called andere which fignificth men-woaoltes: 
But to tell you fimplic my opinion tn this, it anie 
ſuch thing hath beene, I takeit to haue proceeded 
but of a naturall ſuper-abundance of Mclancho« 
lie, which as we reade, that it hath made ſome 
thinkethemſelues Pitchers, and ſome horſes, and 
ſome one kinde of beaſt or other : So ſuppoſe I 
that it hath ſo viciat the imagination and memorie 
of ſome, as per lucida interualla,it hath ſo highly oc« 
cupied them, that they haue thought them(clues 
very Woolfes indeedeattheſetimes: and fo haue 
counterfeited their actiones in gocing on their 
handes and feete, preaſſingto deuoure women and 
vannes, fghtingand ſnatching withall the towne

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dopges, and in vſing ſuch like other bruitiſh aQi« 

ones, and ſo to become beaſtes by a ſtrong appre. 
henſion, as Nebucad-netzar was ſeucn yeares : but y,, 4. 
as to their hauing and hiding of their hard and 
ſchellie ſluiches, I take that to be but ciked, by vn- 
ccrtaine report, the author of all lycs,

red with no ſmallerſinnes (as Chriſt ſaide,ſpeaking 
of themvpon whom the Towerof $Sy/otell: ) And 
for giuing likewiſe to the ſpectators , matter 
to praiſe GOD , that they meriting no better, 
are yet ſparedfrom being correctedinthat fearetull 
torme. 

Par, Theſe are good reaſons for the parte 
ef GOD, which apparantly mooucs him lo to 
permit the Diuell to trouble ſuch perſons. But 
fince the Diucll hath euera contrary rcſpe&t in all 
the ations that G O D imployes him in : which 
is Ipray youthe end and marke heſhoots at in this 
turne ? 

Evr1, Itistoobtaincancof two things there- 
by, if hee may : The oneis the tinſcl! of their life, 
by inducing them to ſuch perillous places at ſuch 
time as he either followes or polleſſes them, which 
may procure the fame : And ſuch like , fo farte 
as G O D will permithim, by tormenting them 
to weaken theyr body, and caſt them in incu- 
rable diſeaſes. The other thing that hee prea- 
les to obtaine by troubling of them , is bb tine 
ſell of theyr ſoule , by intifing them to miſtruſt

neſſe of theirtorments, as he aſſayed to haue done 

with 106, or elſe for his promiſing vnto thera to

P #1 1. Since ye haue ſpoken now of both theſe 
Kindes of ſpirites comprehending them in one : 
I muſt now goe backe againe in ſpeering ſome 
queſtions of cuery one of theſe kindes in (peciall, 
And firſt for theſe that followes certaine perſons, 
yeeknow thatthereare two ſortes of them : One 
ſortethattroubles and tormentes the perſons that 
they haunt with : An other ſortthatare ſeruiceable 
vntothem in all kinde of their neceſfarics , and 0- 
mittes neuer to forewarne them of any ſuddaine 
perillthattheyaretobein.

E » 1, Iknow wel inough where frathat errour 
whichye alledge hath proceeded : For it was the 
ignorant Gentiles that werethe fountainethereof, 
Who forthatthey knew not God , they forged in 
their owne imaginations , euery manto be {till ac- 


companicd with two ſpirites, whereofthey _ 
the 
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the one genius boys , the other genime malus + the 
Greckes callled them «4auw & warexne 2: WREIC 
of the former they ſaid, perſwaded him to all the 
go0d hedid: the otherentiſed him to all the euill, 
But praiſed be God, wethat are Chriſtians,& walks 
not amovgſt the Cymmerian conicurcs of man, 
knowes well inough, that it is the good ſpirite of 
Godonely,wao is the fountain of all goodnes,that 
perſwades vstc the thinking or doing of any good? 
and that jt is our corrupted fleſh and Sathan, that 
intifeth vsto the contrary. And yetthe Diuell for 
confirming in the headcs of ignorant Chriſtians, 
that errour firſt maintained among the Gentiles, 
he whiles amongthe firſt kind of ſpiritsthatT ſpeak 
of , appeared in time of Papiſtricand bliadnefle, 
and haunted diuers houſes , without doing any e- 
uill , but doing as it were neceſſary turncs vp and 
downethe houſe:and this ſpirit they called Brownze 
in ourlanguage, who appearedlike a rough-man : 

rea, ſome were ſfoblinded, as to beleeue that their 
Look was all their ſonſier,as they called it,that ſuch 
ſpirites reſortedthere. 

P x 1, Butfincethe Diuels intention in all his ac« 
tions,is cucrtodocuill, what cuill was there in that 
formeof doing, fincetheiraQions outwardly were 
g00d? 

Ev 1, Wasitnoteuill inongh to deceiueſimple 
ionorants, in making themtorakehimforan An 
gell of light, and foro account of Gods enemie, as 
otthcirparticularfriend ; where by the contrarie, 
all wethatare Cliiſtians,ovghtaſſuredly toknowe 

that 
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that ſince the comming of Chriſtin the fleſl1, and 
eſtabliſhing of his Church by the Apoſtles,all mi- 
racles, vitions, prophecies, & appearances of An» 
oels or good (piritesare cealed, Which ſcrued ones 
ly forthe firſt ſowing of faith, and planting ofthe 
Church. Where now the Church being cſtabli- 
ſhed,and the white Horſe whereot I ſpake before, 
hauing made his conqueſt, the Law and Prophets 
are thought ſufhcient to ſeruevs, or make vs incx+ 
cuſable,as Chriſt ſaith ia his parable of Lazar: and 
the rich man.

T HE nextqueſtion that I would ſpeere, is like- 
wiſe concerning this firſt of theſe two kindes 
of ſpirites that yc hane conioyned: and it is this; ye 
know how itis commonly. written and reported, 
that amongſt the reſt of the fortes of ſpirites that 
followes cerraine perſons, there is one more mon« 
ſtrousnor al the reſt: in reſpeas it is alleaged, they 
conuerſe naturally with them whom they trouble 
and hauntes with : and thereforeI would know in 
twothinges your opinion herein : Firſt if ſuch a 
thing can be : and next if it be:: whethertherebea 
difference of ſexes amongſtthele ſpirites or not? 
Ee i, That abhominable kindeof the Diucls 
K abuſing 
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abuſing ofmenor women, was called of old, ſwcub+ 
and Succabi , according to the difference of the 
ſexcs that they conuecrſed with, By two meancs 
this greatkindeof abuſe might poſhbly be perfor- 
med : Theone,when the Diucll onely asa ſpirite, 
and ſtealing outthe ſpermeof a dead body , abu- 
ſes them that way , they not graithly ſceing any 
ſhape or feeling any thing , but that which he ſo 


conueyes inthatpart: As wereadeof a Monaſterie, 


of Nunnes wiich were burnt for their being that 
wayabuſcd. Theothermecancis, when he bore 
rowesa dead body and fo viſibly , and as it feemes 
vnto- them naturally as a man conuerſes with 
them. Butitis to benoted,that in whatſocucr way 
he vſethit,that ſperme ſecmes intollerably coldeto 
the perſon abuſcd. For if he ſtale out the nature of 
a quicke perſon , it cannot be ſoquickly carried, 
butit will both tine the ſtrength and heate by the 
way , which it could neuer have had forlacke of 
agitation , which in the timeof procreationis the 
procurerand wakener vp of theſe two natural qua 
lities, Andif he oecupying the dead body as his 
lodging, expell the ſame out thercof in thedue 
time, itmuſtlikewiſc be colde by the participarion 
with the qualities of the dead body whercout of 
itcomes. And whercas ye enquire if theſe ſpi« 
rites be diuided in fexcs or not , Ithinke the rules 
of Philoſophic may eafily reſolue a man of the 


contrarie : For it is aſure principle of that Art,, 


thatnothingcan be diuidedin ſexes , except ſuch 
hGuing bogics as muſt haucanaturall ſecede to ge- 


acre 
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nereby. But we know ſpirits hath no ſeede proper 
eto themſclues,nor yet canthey genderone with an 
other, 

P x 1, Howisitthen that they ſayſundry mone« 
ſters haue bene gotten by that way? ; 

Ev 1, Theſetalcs are nothing bat AnilesFabule, 
For that they haue no nature of thacir owne,[ hauc 
ſhewed youalreadie. Andthat the cold nature ofa 
dead body, can worke nothing in generation , it 
is more nor plainc,as being already dead of it ſclfe 
as well as thereſt of the body is, wanting the natu-» 
rall heate, andſuch other naturall operation, as is 
neceflarie for working that effe , and in caſe ſuch 
a thing were poſhble(which wereallunterly againſt 
all the rules of nature) it would breed no monſter, 
but onely ſuch a naturall off. ſpring, as would haue 
cummed betuixe that man or woman and that o« 
therabuſed perſon , in caſe they both being aliue 
had had a doe with other. For the Diuecls parte 
thercin , is butthe naked carryingor expelling of 
that ſubſtance : And ſo it could not participate 
with noqualitic of the ſame, Indeede,it is poflible 
tothe craft of the Diucll to make a womans belley 
to ſwell after he hath that way abuſed her,which he 
may do eitherby ſtirring vp her owne humor,or by 
hearbes,as we ſce beggers daily do. And whenthe 
time of her deligery ſhould cometo make her thoi! 
preat dolours , like vatothat naturallcourſe , and 
then ſubtilly ro flippe in the Mid-wiues handes, 
ſtockes, ſtones, or ſome monſtrous barne brought 
from ſojne other place , bur this is more Ry

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and geſſed at by others,nor beleeued by me. 

P x 1. But what is the cauſe that this kindeof 
abuſe is thought to be moſt common in luch wilde 
parts of the worlde, as Lap-land, and Fin-land, orin 
our North Lles of 0rknayand Schet-lana? 

E er, Becauſe where the Diuell tindes greateſt 
ignoranec and barbaritic,there afſailes hce grollcli» 
eſt, as I gaue youthe reaſon wheretorethere was 
moe Witches of women-kinde nor men, 

P a 1, Cananany beſo vnhappy asto giuetheir 
willingconſenttothe Diucls vilde abuſing themin 
this forme? 

Ev 1. Yea,ſome ofthe Witches hane confcfled, 
that he hath per{waded them to giue their willing 
conſent therevnto, that he may thereby haue them 
feltred the (tkarer in his ſnares; Butas the other c6+ 
pelled ſortis to be pittied and prayed for, ſo is this 
moſt highly to be punifhed and detefted. 

P x 1. Itis notthething which we call the Mare, 
which takes folkes ſleeping in their beds, akinde of 
theſe ſpirits, whereof ye are ſpeaking? 

E » 1, No, that is buta naturallficknefle, which 
the Mcdiciners hath giuen that name of Incubu2 
ynto ab menbando, becauſe itbeing a thicke fleume, 
falling into our breaſt ypon the heart, while we are 
fleeping, intercludes ſo our vitall ſpirits, and takes 
all power from vs,as makes vsthinkthatthere were 
fome vnnaturall burden or ſpirit,lying vpon vs,and 
holding vs downe«

Exe 1, Asto your firſt queſtion, therearediuers 
ſymptomes, whereby rhat heauie trouble may bee 
diſcerned from a naturall fickneffe, and ſpecial= 
lythree , omitting the diuers vaine (ignes that the 
Papiſts attributes vnto it: Such asthe raging at ho- 
ly water,their fleeinga backe from the Croſſe,their 
notabiding the hearing of Godnamed, and innus 
merable ſuch like vaine thinges that were alike fa. 
ſhious and fecklesto recite, Buttocometothele 
threeſymptomes then, whereof I fpake, I account 
the one of themto bethe incredible ſtrength of the 
poſleſſed creature , which will farre exceede the 
ſtrength of ſixe of the wighteſt and wodeſt of any 
other mcnthatare not ſo troubled, The nextis the

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boldning vplo far of the patients breaſt and bellie, 
with ſuch an vnnaturall ſturring and vehe ment a+ 
oitation within them : And ſuch anironie hardnes 
of his ſinnowes fo ſtiftelic bended our, that ic were 
not poſſible to pricke outas it werethe skinne of a- 
ny otherper{on lo tar : ſo mightely works the Di. 
uell inall the members & lenſes of his body,he be 
ing locallie within the ſame, ſuppoſe of his ſoule 
and affections thereof, he haue no more power 
thenofany other mans. The laſt is,the ſpeaking of 
ſundry languagues,which the patientis knowen by 
them that were acquainte with him neuerto haue 
learned, and that with an vncouth and hollowe 
voice, &all the time of his ſpeaking, a greater mo= 
tion being in his breaſt then in his mourh. But fra 
this laſt ſymptome is excepted ſuch, asarealtoge. 
ther inthetimeof their poſſeſſing bereft of all their 
ſenſes being poſleſied with a dumbe and-blinde 
ſpirite, whereof Chriſt releiued one, inthe 12. of 
Mathew, Andastoyournext demande, it is firſt to 
be doubted if the Papies or any not proteſſingthe 
only true Religion,canrelicue any of that trouble, 
And next, in-cate they can, vpon what reſpectes 
it is pofltble vnto them. As to the former vpon 
two reaſons, it is grounded: firſt that it is knowen 
ſo many of them to be:counterfite, which wyle 
the Clergic inuentes for confirming of their rot- 
ten Religion, The next is, tharby experience we 
finde that fewe, who are poſlefied indeede, are 
fully cured by them : but rather the Diuellis con- 
tentto xeleale the bodely hurting of them, for a 
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ſhort ſpace, thereby to obteine the perpetuall hurt 
of the ſoules of ſo many that by thele falle miracles 
may be induced or confirmed inthe profefſion of 
thaterroncous Religion: eucnas Ltold you before 
that he doth inthe talſe cures, orcaſting off of dif. 
eaſes by Witches, Asto the other part of the argu 
ment in-cafe they can, which rather ( with reuc» 
rence of the learned thinking otherwaies) I am in. 
duced to belceue, by reaſon of the faithfull report 
that men ſound of religion, haue made according 
to their ſight thereof, [think it ſo be] ſay theſe may 
be the reſpcctes, whereupon the Paprites may haue 
that power. Chriſt gauea commiſhon and power 
to his Apoſtics to caſt out Diuels, which they ac- 
cording thereunto put-in execution: Therules he 
bad them obſcrue in that action, was faſting and 
prater: &theaction itſclteto be done in his name, 
This power of theirs proceeded not then of any 
vertue in them, but onely in him who directed 
them, As was clearly proucd by 1adas his hauing as 
oreat power in that commiſſion, as any of the 
reſt. Ir is eafie then tobe vnderſtand that the caſt. 
ing out of Diuclles, is by the vertuc of faſting and 
prayer, and in-calling of the name of God, ſup- 
pole many imperfecioncs be inthe perſon thatis 
the inſtrument, as Chriſt himſelfe teacheth vs of 
the power thatfalſe Prophets ſhall hauctocaſt out 
Diuck. Itis no wonderthen, theſe reſpeRts of this 
ation being conſidered, that it may be poſlible 
to the Papiftes, though erring in ſundry pointes of 
Religion toaccompliſh this, it they vie the right 
- 0 | _ forme 
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forme preſcribed by Chriſtherein. For what the 
worle is thataRtion that they erre in otherthinges, 
more then their Baptiſme 1s the worſe that they 
errein the other Sacrament, and haue eiked many 
vaine freittes to the Baprtiſme it ſelte. 

Pn 1, Surcly it is no little wonder that God 
ſhould permit the bodies of any of the fairhtull to 
be {odilhonoured,as to bea dwelling place to that 
yncleane ſpirite, 

Ey 1, Thereis it whichTItold right now, would 
prooucand ſtrengthen my argument of the diuels 
entring inthe dead bodies of the faithfull.For if he 
is permitted to enter in their liuing bodies, cuen 
whenthey are ioyned with the ſoule : how much 
more will God permit himto enter in their dead 
carions, which is no more man, but the filthie and 
corruptible caiſe ot rnan, Foras Chriſt ſaith, 7t z not 
any thing that enters within man that dcfiles him, but 
onely that which proccedes and commeth out of him,

Ev 1, That fourth kinde of ſpirites, which by 
the Gentiles was called Diana, and her wandrin 
court, and amongſt vs was called the Phairie(as1 


told 
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told you.) or our g90d neighboures ,: was one of 
the fortes of illuſtons that was rifelt in the time 
of Papiſtric : foralchough it was holden odicus to 
Prophchie by the diuell , yet whom theſe kinde of 
Spirits carried away , and informed , they were 
thought to beſonlic ſtand ot belt life. To ſpeake of 
the many vainetrattles founded ypon thatilluſion: 
How there wasa KingandQueene of Pharrie , of 
ſuch aiolly coart & trainas they had,how they had 
ateynd,6: dutie, as it were, of all goods : how they 
naturally rode and went, cate and dranke, and did 
all other ations like natural] men and women : I 
think itliker Yirgils Campi Elysq,nor any thing that 
.0ughtto be beleeued by Chriſtians, except in ge» 
nerall,that as I ſpake ſundry times before,the diucll 
illuded theſenſes of ſundry ſumple creatures,in ma» 
king them belccue that they fawe andheard ſuch 
things as werenothing ſo indeed. 

P 4 1, Buthowcanitbethen,that ſundrie Wit- 
ches haue goneto death with that confeſſion, that 
they haue bin tranſported with the Phairieto ſuch 
3 hill, which opening,they wentin,and there ſaw a 
faire Qucene, who being now lighter, gauethema 
ſtone that had ſyndry vertues , which at ſundric 
timcs hath bene produced iniudgement ? 

E e tr. Ifay that,cuen as I ſaid before of thatima- 
Pinar rauiſhing of the ſpirite foorth of the body, 
\For may not the diuell obie&to their fantafte,their 
ſenſes being dulted , andas it wereafleepe:, fuch 
hilles & houſes withinthem,fuch gliſtering courtes 
and traines , and whatſocuer ſuch like where- 


with he pleaſcth to deludethem., Andinthe meanc 
L time 
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time their bodies being ſenſcleſie, to connay in 
their hand any ſtone or luch like thing, which he 
makes them to imagine to haue receiued in ſuch a 
place. 

Pri. Butwhatſay ye to thcir fore-telling the 
death of ſundry perſones, whoin they alleage to 
haue ſcenein theſe places: That is, a ſooth-dreame 
(as they ſay) ſince they ſee it walking. 

Ev 1. I thinke that cither they haue not beene 
ſharply inough examined, that gaue ſo blunt area» 
ſon for their Propheſie, or otherwaics,I thinke it 
likewiſe as poſſiblethat the Deuill may prophetic 
to them when he decetues their imaginationes in 
that ſort, as wellas when he plainely ſpeakes vnto 
themat other times for their prophelying, is bue 
by a kinde of viſion, as it were, wherein he come 
monly countrtfcites God among the Ethnicks,as 
I told youbetore, 

P x 1. I would know now whethertheſe kinds 
of ſpirites may onely appeare to Witches,orifthey 
mayalſo appeare to any other. 

Eve mn may dotobath,to the innocent ſort, 
either to affraie them, or to ſceme to bea better 
forte of folkes nor vncleane ſpirites are, and tothe 
Witches, to be a cullour of ſafetic for them, that 
tenorant Magiſtrates may not puniſh thero for it,as 
I told enen now.But as the one ſort, for being per- 
force troubled with them ought to be pittizd,ſo 
ought the other ſort (who may be diſcerned by 
their taking vppon them to Propheſic by them, 
That ſort I fay, ought as ſeucrely to be puniſhed 
a5 any other Witches, and rather the more, that 


they 
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that they goe diſſemblingly ro worke. 

P x 1, And whatmakesthe ſpirites haue fo dif- 
terent names from others ? 

E » 1,Euen the knauerie of that ſame deuil;who 
as hee illudes the Necromancers with innumera- 
ble feyned namesfor him and his angels, as in ſpe- 
ciall, making Sathan, Beelzebub,& Lacifer,to be three 
ſundry ſpirites,where we findethe two former, but 
divers names giuen tothe prince of allthe rcbel- 
ling angels by the Scripture.

Euen fol ſay he decciues the 
Witches, by attributingto himſelfe diuers names : 
as if euery diuers ſhape that hetransformes hims 
ſelfe in, were a diners kinde of ſpirit.

And this we haue in proote by 
them thatare carried with the Phairze , whoneuer 
ſce the ſhaddowes of any inthat Courte , but of 
them that thercatter are tryed to haue bene bre- 
threnand liſters of that cratt, And this was likewiſe 
proued by the contefſi6 of a young Laſſe, troubled 
with ſpirites,laide on her by Witch-craft, That al- 
though ſhe ſawethe ſhapes of diuers men and woe 
men troubling her,and naming the perſons whom 
theſe ſhaddowes reprefents: yet neuerone of them 
are found to be innocent, bur all clearely tried to be 
moſt guilcic,& the moſt part ofthem confeſling the 
ſame. And beſides that, I think ithath bene ſeldome 
heardrell of , that any whome perſons guilt of 
that cnmeaccuſed, as hauingknowne them to be 
their marrowes by eye.ſtght,and not by heare-ſay, 
butſuch as were ſoaccuſed of Witch-craft, could 
not be clearely tryed vpon them, were at the leaſt 
publickly knowne to be of a very cuill life & repu- 
cation : ſoicalousis GodT fay,of the fame of them 
thatarcinnocentin ſuch cauſes. And befidesthar, 
there are two other good helpes that may bee vſed 
for their triall:the one is the finding of their marke, 
and the trying the inſenſtblenes thereof.The other 
is their fleeting on the water: foras ina ſecretmure
